Starz executives confirm that season 2 of Blood and Sand will shoot 
this spring and premiere in early 2012. (That's in addition to the 
prequel series, Spartacus: Gods of the Arena, which debuts Jan. 21.) “We 
really struggled with this,” says Starz CEO Chris Albrecht. “From a 
business point of view, the show is so successful. And with the prequel 
we saw that the show was continuing to be a creative success.” 

Still, the decision to continue raises a big question: Who will 
play Spartacus?

DOES ANYONE LOVE the egomaniacal pirate 
Capt, Jack Sparrow as much as, well, the egoma- 
niacal pirate Capt. Jack Sparrow? Maybe not. But 
one person/who comes close is Johnny Depp, who's 
now played that seafaring scalawag in four Pirates 
Of the Cafibbean movies, including On Stranger Tides 
(out May 20). “Pnnever tired of the character,” he 
Says. “I don't look forward to the day when I have to 
Say goodbye to him.” 

Captain Jack’s latest adventure was born during 
the back-to-back productions of the franchise’s second 
and third films, 2006’s Dead Man’s Chest and 2007’s 
At World’s End. Writers Ted Elliott and Terry Rossio 
persuaded series superproducer Jerry Bruckheimer 
to option Tim Powers’ On Stranger Tides, a 1987 novel 
that featured both the dreaded pirate Blackbeard 
and the fountain of youth. Once the rights were 
secured, Elliott and Rossio set the stage for the new 
installment by writing a concluding scene for At 
World’s End in which Sparrow is seen heading off in 
search of the fountain in question. 

Given the combined $2 billion worldwide gross of 
Dead Man’s Chest and At World’s End, Disney was 
happy to bankroll a fourth excursion. On Sept. 11, 2009, 
Depp appeared on stage dressed as Captain Jack at a 
Disney fan event in Anaheim to hype the announce- 
ment. He also embraced Disney’s then chairman, Dick 
Cook, who’d famously backed Depp’s idiosyncratic

But just one week after the Anaheim event, Cook 
abruptly departed Disney—and plans for Pirates 4 
seemed to founder. Depp told a reporter at the time 
that he felt “a fissure, a crack in my enthusiasm at the 
moment” for another Pirates movie. “Things became a 
little creaky after Dick Cook left,” the actor admits now. 
“He had been very supportive of me on the first movie 
when a lot of people at Disney were concerned.” How- 
ever, Depp also says he had issues with the nascent 
Pirates 4 script. “Things got very mathematical, very 
subplotty, on the last movie because there were a lot of 
things that needed to be resolved with the characters,” 
he says. “I wanted to make a film that was more like the 
first one, that was more character-driven.” 

To help whip the yarn into shape, Depp attended 
a series of meetings in L.A. with the core Pirates 
team, including director Rob Marshall, who stepped 
in after Gore Verbinski left the series. “Johnny was 
instrumental in the design of the story,” says Rossio. 
“T think an arbitration committee might give him a 
‘story by’ credit if he was willing to submit it.” 

Depp’s wish for a sleeker Pirates 4 dovetailed with 
the desire for a cheaper one on the part of Disney’s 
new regime, led by chairman Rich Ross. Bruckheimer 
says On Stranger Tides’ budget is “a little bit smaller” 
than that of At World’s End—which reportedly cost 
$300 million, thanks in part to its 165-minute running

time. “The most important thing for the studio and 
for us [was] to have a script that wasn’t too long,” he 
says. “That’s where the money comes.” Filmmakers 
also saved a few doubloons with the departures of 
Orlando Bloom and Keira Knightley, whose story 
lines were resolved in At World’s End. 

On Stranger Tides introduces a slew of fresh char- 
acters, including Blackbeard (Ian McShane); his 
feisty daughter, Angelica (Penélope Cruz); and a 
young missionary played by newcomer Sam Claflin. 
Angelica, it seems, is no stranger to Captain Jack. 
“You get the sense that there’s most definitely 
something from the past, something that they’ve 
been through together,” Depp says cagily. “It’s a 
hate-love relationship.” 

With all the elements in place, production began 
last spring in Hawaii—where the elements them- 
selves became an obstacle. On the first day of prin- 
cipal photography, the cast and crew had to take a 
precarious journey from a boat to an island via Jet 
Skis. “It was a rough sea and there was no dock,” 


recalls Bruckheimer. “It was pretty challenging.” 
A potentially more worrisome issue: the expanding 
shape of Cruz, who's expecting her first child with 
husband Javier Bardem. Even so, Depp says, the 
actress was entirely gung ho: “It was funny to see 
a pregnant woman f---ing sword-fighting.” 

The Pirates crew is betting that new characters 
and a zippier plot will help the fourth adventure com- 
bat the franchise fatigue that has hurt other series. 
Another attraction? It’s in 3-D. “When I wanted to do 
Sorcerer’s Apprentice in 3-D, [Disney] said no,” says 
Bruckheimer. “Prince of Persia, they said no. Alice in 
Wonderland and Avatar changed everybody’s mind. 
But we'll be the first picture of this size out that is shot 
in 3-D on location. Avatar was on a sound studio.” 

Now that Pirates 4 is in the can, Depp admits he 
would be happy to buckle some more swash. “As 
long as we can put all the puzzle pieces together, I 
would most definitely consider it,” he says. “I always 
feel that with Captain Jack, you can chuck him into 
any situation and have a ball with it.” m

HOULD YOU FIND yourself missing Simon 
S Cowell when American Idol premieres next 

week, don’t worry—he’ll be back with a ven- 
geance in the fall with the debut of The X Factor, 
the American version of the British talent-show 
phenomenon he helped create in 2004. Like Idol, 
it’s a music-competition series on Fox searching 
for the next great pop star, but there’s a juicy twist: 
Each of the four judges on X Factor serves as per- 
sonal mentor to one category of contestants— 
boys, girls, groups, and what the show calls 
“overs,” which in the U.K. version means singers 
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older than 28. (In other words, there’s no age limit.) 
“X Factor is a more aggressive show, and it’s more 
controversial than Idol,” says Cecile Frot-Coutaz, 
CEO of FremantleMedia North America and an 
exec producer of both series. “It’s more about the 
judges, and Idol is more about the kids.” Indeed, 
the fun of X Factor is watching Cowell craftily 
steer his charges toward victory while making 
subtle digs at his competing judges’ tactics. 
Though George Michael and U.K. pop star Cheryl 
Cole have been bandied about as potential table- 
mates, Frot-Coutaz says no one beyond Cowell has 
been hired yet, and that it won’t be an all-Brit line- 
up. “We want a show that feels like it’s American,” 
she says, adding facetiously, “So we’ll have one 
token American. How’s that?” The bigger question 
is whether Jdol can survive its own network’s com- 
petition. “Our objective is that we can have two 
successful shows, one in the spring and one in the 
fall,” explains Frot-Coutaz. “We wouldn’t be doing 
it if we didn’t think it was possible.”

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MIGHTY ARMY of actors, directors, and 
writers have been bested in recent years by 
The Green Hornet. Strong men have crumbled 
attempting to advance the story of the titular 
masked vigilante, transforming him from an 
unironic 1930s radio personality and, briefly, a 
1960s TV diversion (during which the martial- 
arts phenom Bruce Lee played sidekick/driver 
Kato) to a movie character suited to our wised-up, 
superhero-sated times. Now, after a long development-hell 
history during which George Clooney and Kevin Smith 
(among others) separately came and went as star and 
director, Seth Rogen bellows, barges, and stumbles in. 
If unmodulated decibel level and childish, dorkish energy 
alone could lower a city’s crime rate, then consider the

cartoon bad guys of cartoon Los Angeles 
flattened. Both in nighttime drag and in his 
daytime identity as newspaper publisher Britt 
Reid, Rogen’s Green Hornet is the first movie 
superhero to whom an otherwise grateful 
populace begs to say, Ssshhhhhh. Not so loud. 

I suspect the newest Hornet thinks he’s got 
to shout because there’s so much tonal 
cacophony in this production, directed with 
random visual tricks by Michel Gondry, the 
music-video stylist who made Eternal Sun- 
shine of the Spotless Mind. While Rogen brays, 
Taiwanese pop star Jay Chou struggles with 
his newly learned English as Kato. (Once 
upon a time, Jet Li was booked for the role.) 
As Reid’s brainy-beauty secretary Lenore, 
Cameron Diaz struggles to fit in with a pro- 
duction that has no use for girls. And in a riff 
on his Oscar-winning performance as Nazi 
Hans Landa, Inglourious Basterds’ invaluable 
Christoph Waltz plays an over-the-top villain 
(in a villainously ugly jacket) who controls all 
the gangs of L.A., at least until GH and Kato 
drive into town in their indestructible Hornet- 
mobile known as the Black Beauty. With 
apparently little directorial guidance, Waltz 
sensibly decided to have fun and hope for the 
best. (His role briefly belonged to Nicolas 
Cage.) In a last-minute tweak, the production 
has also been meaninglessly 3-D-ified—never 
mind that there’s nothing whatsoever 3-D-ish 
going on. Maybe those clumsy 3-D glasses are 
meant to let moviegoers mimic the super- 
hero mask-wearing experience? At any rate, 
they let moviegoers pay more for a ticket. 

Of course, there’s little point in giving 
Rogen the reins (he’s also the co-writer and 
coexecutive producer, along with his longtime 
creative partner Evan Goldberg) if the star 
can’t buzz with the brand of high spirits and 
poor impulse control that has already won 
him so many fans. Even slimmed down and 
groomed up, the guy embodies the funny 
schlub at the party who doesn’t understand 
the ladies but has some hilarious adventures 
with the gents. I figure by the time Rogen 
came into the mix, anything new probably 
sounded good, including the notion of Britt 
Reid 2.0 as a spoiled, bored, rich party boy 
whose relationship with Kato is something 
between a bromance and a schoolyard 
competition. As it turns out, despite their best 
efforts, Rogen, and Gondry too, have gotten 
stung by the Green Hornet, outwitted by this 
hardy hanger-on in pop culture’s evolution. C=

HERE WAS A TIME when Robert 

De Niro seemed to only work with 

great directors. It may be hard to 

imagine in our current Fockers era, 

but back when he was considered 

the next Brando, De Niro was the guy 

every heavyweight auteur wanted 

a piece of: Francis Ford Coppola, 

Michael Cimino, Brian De Palma, 
Bernardo Bertolucci, and, of course, Martin Scorsese. 
Their collaborations weren’t always perfect, but as this 
week’s pair of Blu-ray releases show, at least he appeared 
interested in taking bold risks with ballsy storytellers. 
First up is the 30th-anniversary edition of Scorsese’s 

(1980, R, 2 hrs., 9 mins.). The brutal black- 

and-white boxing saga has never looked better thanks to 
a new high-def transfer. But we’re here to talk about its 
star. And as middleweight mauler Jake LaMotta, De Niro 


is both charismatic and creepy, finding the humanity 
inside a monster. Even if he’d never won an Oscar or 
packed on 60 pounds of Method flab for the part 

(which he talks about on the new EXTRAS), Raging Bull 
would still be his finest achievement. Hell, it would be 
anybody’s. Several years later, De Niro signed on with 
another bigger-than-life maestro, Sergio Leone, for 

the sprawling gangster epic 

(1984, R, 3 hrs., 49 mins.). Chopped by 90 minutes when it 
was first released in the States, the film is easy to admire 
but hard to love—even at its restored marathon length. 
Leone, who turned Clint Eastwood into a star in his 
spaghetti Westerns, tries to mold De Niro into another 
strong, silent type as Prohibition-era Jewish gangster 
Noodles Aaronson. Visually, the film is jaw-dropping. And 
even if too much of the decades-spanning saga happens 
in his character’s head, De Niro is magical. Then again, he 
almost always was back then.

But the more 
compelling drama involves the interaction 
among the wives, how their personalities can 
combine to form a loving household for their 
large mutual family, or fracture from the 
pressures of their differences. 

Thus, Margene tends to be excessively 
emotional, and all the more so now that her 
budding TV career as a home-shopping sales- 
person is in a shambles.

best, give each of their strengths and foibles 
equal weight and credibility. The show is 
also making room for welcome returning 
characters and intriguing new ones with actors 
such as Ellen Burstyn (Barb’s mom), Gregory 
Itzin (Bill’s foe in the Utah state senate), Robert 
Patrick (a vehemently conservative polygamist), 
and Grant Show (a TV motivational speaker).

HE WORLD of adult- 

contemporary rock can 
often feel like the aural 
I equivalent of nondairy 
creamer—presweetened 
and emulsified for 
easy digestion, if not 
good taste. 

Still, a taste it is, and even as James Blunt 
and the Script induce cornea-straining eye 
rolls in some, they also bring lite-FM pleasure 
to millions. Those millions may be hard sold, 
though, on Blunt’s third and latest album. 
Some Kind of Trouble comes off as inert and 
oddly hollow; apart from the album’s com- 
paratively lively bookends, “Stay the Night” 
and “Turn Me On,” the singer drifts listlessly 
through soggy material that seems to spring 
less from true inspiration than its poor step- 
cousin, contractual obligation. 

The sensitive-man mantle sits a little lighter 
on the Script, the Dublin-bred trio whose 2010 
hit “Breakeven” made romantic devastation 
sound positively jaunty.

Indeed, Party finds her unleash- 
ing her still-potent wail on Amy 
Winehouse’s “You Know I’m No 
Good” and Dylan’s “Thunder on the 
Mountain” (handpicked for her 
by the bard himself, per White’s 
request), alongside more expected 
vintage gems like Presley’s sultry 
1960 blues burner “Like a Baby.” 

A fitting tribute, considering how 
the King talked her into changing her 
sound. “I was 17 when I started work- 
ing with Elvis, and I loved [rock & roll]. 
I wanted to sing it, but I didn’t think 
I could. During the year and a half 
that I worked with him quite a bit, he 
was always on my case: ‘You’ve got 
to try this.’ I kept saying, ‘I can’t do 
it, Elvis. I’m a girl and I’m country’ 
He just said, ‘I know you can, like he 
knew something I didn’t.” 

In fact, he did; the hollering, hip- 
swiveling recordings that followed 
earned her the title the Queen of Rock- 
abilly and, years later, the adoration 
of artists as varied as Bruce Spring- 
steen, Joan Jett, and Elvis Costello. 
At the time, she says, it was hard 
enough getting the American public 
to accept “devil” music from stars 
like Elvis and Jerry Lee, much less 
a teenage girl. So she returned her 
focus to country and later gospel 
until the 1980s, when her work incited 
a revival among rockabilly fans in 
Europe—one that endures today. 

Now, with her recent induction

ELLING THE STORY of a literary 
figure’s life can be hard. How much 
information can be gleaned from 
one’s fictional work versus the bio- 
graphical facts of one’s “real” life? In 
the case of J.D. Salinger—almost as 
well-known for his fierce need for 
privacy as for his most famous book, 
The Catcher in the Rye—the task seems almost insur- 
mountable. Roughly a year to the day after Salinger’s 
death at 91 (after spending much of his life, even up to the 
very end, trying to block unauthorized works) comes yet 
another attempt to crack the Salinger mystery. 

Kenneth Slawenski makes no excuses about being a 
downright ardent fan. In his introduction he explains that he’s 
long maintained a website devoted to Salinger’s life and 
works, and has spent seven years “chipping away” at this 
biography. His reverence for Salinger’s writing is evident in 
every step of this impressively researched book. For those 
truly well versed in the Salinger oeuvre, it should prove greatly 
satisfying to learn about the context and history of lesser- 
known short stories like “The Hang of It” (first published by 
Collier’s in. 1941) or “Slight Rebellion off Madison,” which is con- 
sidered to be the early genesis of The Catcher in the Rye (and 
struggling wannabe Salingers can take heart while learning 
of his struggles to get published in The New Yorker!). But for 
those who can’t recite “Teddy” or “A Perfect Day for Banana- 
fish” by heart, the long, careful parsing of the various texts will 
grow tiresome.

If memoirs are a form of public psycho- 
analysis, with readers playing the role of the 
quietly nodding therapist, then it’s no sur- 
prise that so many of them—from the likes 
of Augusten Burroughs, Jeannette Walls, 
Mary Karr, even Barack Obama—focus on 
parents and their shortcomings. Dave 
Itzkoff’s account of his father’s cocaine 
addiction and the havoc it wreaked has the 
steadied tone of someone who has spent a 
long time thinking about the things he is 
now ready to get off his chest.

Her characters—stymied 
housewives and aging artists’ muses, 
pianists and peevish teens—search for 
connection and redemption, even as 
the mysteries of human (and in one 
case, feline) interaction often confound 
them. One wishes, at times, for more 
narrative reward, but Samson's dreamy, 
evocative prose quietly offers its own.
